Aviator Is Ready for Trip 
Through Air. From Albany 
to New York. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

ALBANY, N. Y., May 28.—Glenn H. 
Curtiss was all ready this morning to 
attempt the flight to New York City in 
an effort to win the $10,000 prize offered 
by the New York World and the Post- 
Dispatch, but the wind was so strong 
that he decided to postpone the start 
until afternoon. 

He was up early, donned his aviation 
clothes and went to Rensselaer Island, 
where his machine is housed. -The wind 
was blowing briskly and as the morning 
advanced it increased in force. By 8 
o’clock it was blowing 20 miles an hour 
and Curtiss regretfully announced that 
the start was postponed. “I hope to 
get away this afternoon,” he said. 

The machine is all ready for the 
flight. It was tested last night after 
machinists had worked on it all day. It 
was in the air only a short time, but 
behaved well and the engine developed 
more power than had been hoped for. 

May Land in the Water. 

Part of the precautions adopted by 
Curtiss to save the machine from sink- 
ing should he fall or have to alight in 
the river is a long inflated bag shaped 
and fitted to the main beam of the chas- 
sis. The bottom edges of the bag are 
only a few inches from the ground. 

The machine with which Curtiss will 
attempt to win the prize possesses sev- 
eral improvements upon the apparatus 
in which he won the championship of 
the air. The wing tips or stabilizers, 
which will play a very important part 
in this flight, since it is they that will 
keep the mechine true in the tricky 
winds blowing in all ways from the hills, 
are much longer and wider, consequently 
more powerful. 

The upper surface is extended at each 
end nearly,two fect further than the 
lower surface which is a further help in 
stability. Farman in his latest machine 
has adopted the same idea. 


Greater Power Permitted. 
Both the front and rear controls are 


much larger, giving greater control and 
safety, and, although lessening the nor- 
mal speed of any given power, yet per- 
mitting greater power to be used with 
less risk. The gasoline tank of the new 
machine 1 concealed behind the radiu- 
tor instea: of being swung overhead. 
This iessens the head resistance, 
thereby Increasing the speed, and de- 
creases thé risk as to the aviator in 
the event of a tumble.

dictatorship of the Tribune.” 

He declared that by subserviency, 
he could at any time have made his 
peace with the newspaper. 

Senator Lorimer gave his version of 
his Senatorial 
He declared that it was at the sugges- 
tion of Gov. Deneen that he had en- 
tered the field and then only after he 
and the governor had besought others 
to make the race. 

Went Back to Blaine Campaign. 

The Senator went clear back to the 
Blaine campaign of 1884 and to a ward 
contest in Chicago for the alleged gene- 
sis of his disagreement with the Chi- 
cago Tribune. At very great length, 
Senator Lorimer described Chicago's 
political developments. In 1902, he said, 
Gov. Deneen, then County Attorney, 
and other friends urged him tv make 
his peace with the Tribune, 

“When they were poor and in need of 
help,” he said, “they were anxious and 
pleased to work with the organization 
even against the constant assault of the 
newspaper trust; but after they had be- 
come prosperous and affluent, they felt 
they could stand the lashing no longer, 
and ran to the newspaper cover and 
have been subservient since’ that time.” 

Coming down to modern times, he de- 
clared that “all of the power of the 
city, county, state and general admin- 
istration under the leadership of Sena- 
tor Hopkins, Gov. Deneen and Mayor 
Busse, assembled into a misfit organi- 
gzation,’’ combined to destroy the or- 
ganization controlled by Lorimer with 
intent to give control to the Tribune. 

Traced Breach With Deneen. 

He traced his breach with Gov. 
Deneen largely to a difference of 
opinion between the two as to the 
wisdom of spending independently of 
action by the National Government 
the $20,000,000 pledged by the State 
towards the deep waterway to. the 
gulf project, which the Governor fa- 
vored and he opposcd. He asserted

‘‘This,’’ he said, ‘‘is the only tax we 
have any record of in which the Tri- 
bune pays its just share.” 

Lorimer confined himself closely to, his 
manuscript. He spoke in a distinct tone 
and he commanded close attention. Most 
of the Senators were in their seats and 
included among the outside auditorium 
was practically the entire Illinois dele- 


Lorimer spoke from his seat in the 
rear of the extreme right side of the 
chamber. When the suggestion was 
made that he should take a more cen- 
tral position he said he considered it 
preferable for present purposes to speak 
from his own seat. 

He charged the newspaper with bene- 
fitting thus to the extent of $151,500 a 
year. 

Concluding, Mr. Lorimer asserted that 
the Tribune had dogged him all these 
years because it had not been able to 
lash him into subr&ission. 

‘‘The purpose of these charges,”’ he de- 
clared, “‘was to disgrace and destroy my 
friends and myself, whom they cannot 
control, and to come into absolute con- 
trol of the Republican party in Illinols 
and to secure themselves in continued 
plundering of the public treasury.” 

Senator Lorimer’s resolution for an 
investigation of his election was re- 
ferred under‘the rules to the committee 
on contingent expense.

Brimmer according to the witness, 
that she was an orphan, her father 
and mother having died years be- 
fore: and again the venerable fatuer 
of Mrs. Doxey shot that questioning 
glance at her, to be met with a re- 
assuring smile and nod. 

The Erders had no telephone and 
Mrs. Brimmer did have one. She told 
of Mrs. Doxey-Erder’s conversation 
over it with physicians who treated 
her for nervousness after Erder’s 
death. 

Letter Given to Her to Mail. 

During Erder’s iliness, Mrs. Brim- 
mer could hear him moaning and 
retching and gagging, she said. She 
tola of several visits she paid to the 
sick room. Just before the death 
Mrs. Doxey handed her a letter to 
mail, she said, telling her it was to 
a cousin. It was addressed to “L. B. 
Doxey, M. D., Columbus, Neb,,” Mrs. 
Brimmer testified. 

Before Mrs. Connelly and Mrs. Brim- 
mer took the stand, Mrs. Frances Con- 
nelly Grote, daughter of Mrs. Connelly, 
had told of a visit Erder and his bride 
paid her mother’s home at Mount Pleas- 
ant, St. Louis County, July 4, six days 
before his death. 

Mrs. Grote narrated the circumstances 
of @ meal at the Erder home. 

“Was there any conversation about 
what this defendant ate during the 
meal?’’ was asked. 

Former Judge Bishop at once object- 
ed, on the ground that even if the con-. 
versation was in Mrs. Doxey’s pres- 
ence, it was incompetent as testimony, 
but it was shown that Mrs. Doxey took 
part in it, and Judge Grimm admitted it. 


Husband in Her Defense, 
“Mrs. Erder wouldn’t eat anything,” 
said Mrs. Grote, referring to Mrs. Doxey, 
“and refused one dish after another 
when it was passed to her. I observed 
that she must feel ill. 

“ ‘No,’ said Will, ‘Dora is a very pe- 
culiar woman. She does not like what 
I like. She never eats what I eat—isn’t 
that odd? She doesn’t know what is 
good.’ 

After Mrs. Grote had given this testi- 
mony, Judge Grimm ordered the conver- 
sation about what Mrs. Doxey ate 
stricken out, because she did not take 
part in it, and instructed the jury to dis- 
regard it. Mrs. Doxey’s only part in 
the talk, it was shown by her lawyers, 
was in declining food at the table. 

Erder seemed in excellent health and 
high spirits on that day, Mrs. Grote said. 
When she saw “him the following Thurs- 
day he was sick, but neither he nor his 
bride thought his trouble was serious, 
and he was planning his vacation. Er- 
der had nausea and complained of thirst. 
Mrs. Doxey refused to let him have wa- 
ter, according ta.the witness, saying the 
doctor had forbidden it. 

Erder wanted Mrs. Grote to stay with 
him so his wife could take a walk, but 
Mrs. Dooxey-Erder wouldn’t go, Mrs. 
Grote testified. 


Tella ef Day of Death. 

The Saturday following—the day of 
Erder’s death, Mrs. Grote again was at 
the house, and heard Erder say “If I 
get that sick again, I'll give up the 
ghost.” His wife was pfesent, and gave 
some medicine to him the witgess said. 

Mrs. Grote was asked about the black- 
berry pie, in which, the state charges, 
Mrs. Doxey gave some of the arsenic 
to Erder. She said Mfs. Eder, the’ de- 
fendant, told them about it July 4, and 
said Erder liked it so well that he ate 
it all. This was two days before, as 
Mrs. Grote remembered it—July 2—and 
she.had testified previously that Erder 
seemed in good health July 4. 

Cross-examination did not shake Mrs. 
Grote’s testimony in any material de- 
tail. 

Before court. convened at 9 a. m. there 
was a touching scene in the little wit- 
ness room where Mrs. Doxey was wait- 
ing. Mrs. Grace Latham of Omaha, 
Neb., her youngest sister, saw her there 
for the first time in five years. 

Mrs. Latham and her 8-year-old daugh- 
ter; Lucille, were taken into the room 
at Mrs. Doxey’s request. The sisters 
threw themselves into one another's 
arms, sobbing aloud. Lucille looked on 
wonderingly. After Mrs. Doxey had 
calmed herself she commented on how 
the child had grown, and how pretty 
she was. 


Meeting With Her Sister. 

Mrs. Latham and Mrs. Doxey. last saw 
one another when Mrs. Doxey was still 
Mrs. Frank L. Downing, but had sep- 
arated from her first husband. 

Mrs. Latham arrived at 5 p. m. Fri- 
day, and is stopping at the Moser Ho- 
tel. She had no opportunity to see her 
sister until Saturday. After a few min- 
utes conversation with her, Mrs. Doxey 
went calmly into the court room to lis- 
ten to the testimony of Erder’s rela- 
tives against her, 

Mrs. Doxey-Erder told. two other 
neighbors she had no fear but that she 
would collect Erder's life insurance all 
tight, they testified. They were Miss 
Josephine Roser of 3011 Wyoming street 
and Mrs. Charles Becker of 309 Wyom- 
ing street. | 

Miss Roser said the widow told her 
she was going to pay her debts with 
the insurance and go out West to a 
sister, Grace, who was dying with con- 
sumption. Mrs, Grace Latham, a sister 
of Mrs. Doxey, was in court, a speci- 
men of blooming young womanhood. 

Miss Roser also received a note 
from Mrs. Doxey at the Moser, in 
which she was cautioned not to tell 
“Inquisitive - persons” ‘where Mrs. 
Doxey was. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Connelly, Erder’s aunt, 
told of @ dramatic conversation between 
the mether and widow the day after the 
death. 

“My sister and I went to the flat to- 
gether,” said Mrs. Connelly, ’“‘and when 
Mrs. Erder \(Mrs. Doxey) entered the 
room she burst into tears, She walked 
up behind Katherine's chair (referring 
to Erder’s mother) and fhrew her arms 
about her neck and said: ‘Oh, mother,

Mrs. Doxey wears daily a simple 
black dress.

“I asked her why she hadn't sent for 
another doctor when Katherine wanted 
her to.

Calls Erder “Puare-Minded” Man. 

Miss Annie Guehne, of 3031 Wyoming 
street, a neighbor of William J. Erder 
after his marriage, testified that on the 
Sunday following his death his widow, 
tne defendant, declared that Erder was 
“the most pure-minded man she ever 
met, and that she was his first and only 
sweetheart.”’ 

“IT had never been to the house un- 
til then,” said Miss Guehne, “and I 
called to express a neighbor’s condo- 
lences. I was in the house several) 
hours alone with Mrs. Erder, as I 
then called her. The only other call- 
er during the time was Sister Mary, 
a nun, who was Erder’s sister. 

“The widow said Dr. Friedeberg 
told her Erder died of tuberculosis 
of the abdomen, and that he had suf- 
fered violently from vomiting and 
headaches. 

“She said she had an estate in Iowa, 
left her by a former husband who died 
six months after their marriage. She 
did not name him. She also said that 
she had a cousin in Columbus, Neb., 
a physician, who ‘was like a father to 
her.’ She planned to ship her furniture 
to Colymbus, she told me, take a year’s 
treatment under her cousin while re- 
covering from her grief, and then be- 
come a trained nurse.’’ 


Slayer of Wife in Court,

Cooney Besch, owner of Cherokee Gar- 
den, who recently lost his saloon license 
for violation of the Sunday closing laws, 
is to reopen his garden as a club.

Membership in the other ex- 
clusive St. Louis clubs costs from $60 to

The letters are sent out by E. T. Koch, 
secretary. His name does not appear in 
the new City Directory.

Pickpocket Says: ‘Dearest 
Little Woman” Will Fol-- 
low From England. 








Frank Mathusic, the pickpocket who 
was brought back from London Friday 
night by John M. Shea, Chief of the 
Bertillon system; and John P; Harne- 
gan, detective, is anxious to be taken 
to Jefferson City as soon as possible 
to begin serving his 12-year sentence 
so he can get out and rejoin the wife 
he has married since his escape in 
1901. 

She bade him farewell at the dock 
when he left the other side In the cus- 
tody of Shea and Hannegan and prom- 
ised to come to America as soon as pos- 
sible and be near him. “She is one of 
the best little women on earth,’’ Mathu- 
sic says, ‘“‘and she will be here in three 
months. She has promised to wait for 
me.” 

Mathusic was being taken to the peni- 
tentiary in 1901 when he escaped in a 
sensational manner. He and Louls J. 
McDowell, handcuffed together, had 
gone into the toilet room. Mathusic pro- 
posed to McDowell that they Jump out 
of the window. The train was going 40 
miles an hour. McDowell refused. 
Mathusic jumpei anyway, dragging Mc- 
Dowell with him. 

Both were unconscious for some time 
after they struck the ground. When they 
recovered they walked some distance, 
still handouffed together. Mathusic 
finally got his hand out of the cuff and 
made off. 

He made his way back to St. Louis 
and then went East and finally to 
Europe. He was sent to prison in Lon- 
don and in Germany. His identity was 
finally discovered and the two officers 
went to London a month ago for him. 
They wer» delayed by the red tape of 
the London police system and did not 
get back until Friday night.

Everything that is now taking place in Mis- 
souri shows that this belief is founded on tradi- 
tion, not on existing facts. The two political 
machines in Missouri are both controlled by the 
game influences. They are both unresponsive 
to party and wholly. unrepresentative of political 
principles, as these belong to popular govern- 
ment. They are both opposed to popular govern- 
ment. Now as for ten years past, their work is 
controlled to make popular government more and 
more nearly impossible. 

’ When the work of “taking over” everything 
else has progressed so far that governments, 
city, State and National, must become “holding 
companies” for those who take over everything 
else, this conversion of government power from 
public to private use is logical.

PASSING OF THE LONDON CLUB. 

From London comes a report that some of the 
most famous clubs of the city are losing pres- 
tige and profit. Men of fashion and leadership 
no longer deem it necessary to hold a member- 
ship in two or three clubs. Many of them are 
resigning from all save one. But the favorite 
clubs are not gaining, nor even holding their 
own. In fact a reaction against clubs appears to 
prevail for the present, and as London is the 
great head center of clubdom throughout’ the 
world, there has naturally been a good deal of 
surprise at it, 

Some people attribute the movement to the in- 
creased taxation on incomes and the generally 
increased cost of living. The man of leisure with 
a fixed income has been the mainstay of lub 
life in London. The new taxes have cut his in- 
come heavily, and the diminished purchasing 
power of money has cut it more heavily still. 
Therefore. the victim has had to cut his ex- 
penses; and in the cutting the club has been one 
of the things he has been most ready to forego. 
It is said the new restaurants, bright and gay 
with flowers and music and women, are also 
drawing men from the club dining room. There 
is so much joy of life in the new London that 
men prefer to get away from the old club exclu- 
siveness.

NEW YORK, May 28.—A long interview 
with John L. Sullivan was given out kere to- 
day in which the former champion answers 
at length the question: “‘Do you think the 
Jeffries-Johnson fight is going to be on the 
level?’

a Long Fight”—Corbett: 





Johnson’s Lack of Aggressiveness Will Force 
Californian to Adopt an Entirely Different 
Style of Battle Than He Formerly Used. 





SAN FRANCISCO, May 2. 

LTHOUGH James J. Corbett, ac- 

cording to his own declaration, 

has not come to California to 
take charge of Jim Jeffries’ training, 
it is generally believed that plans of 
the former champion for a revision of 
the big fellow’s work will be adopted 
and that “Gentleman Jim” will wield 
great influence’ Benceforth in the regu- 
lation of ‘the Ben Lomond ‘program. 
Corbett has some decided views as to 
the style of training Jeffries should fol- 
low in preparation for his fight with 
Johnson. - 

He says he has thoroughly analyzed 
Johnson's methods and that it is highly 
essential for Jeffries to school himself 
to a form of fighting best adapted to 
meet the negro’s tactics. “‘And,” he said 
to the newspaper men last night, “‘it’s 
fighting and boxing that Jeffries re- 
quires from now on. “I’m going to 
warn him that fighting is what he will 
get from me. When I was training for 
my meeting with this same Jeffries, I 
hired Gus Ruhblin at $100 a week and 
we would lock ourselves in a 12-foot 
ring and pummc<! each other all around 
the ropes. That is the kind of work 
Jeffries should have now.” 


Corbett Likes Jeff’s Appearance. 
Of all the 5000 fans who cheered Jef- 


fries at his boxing exhibition last night, 
no ene seemed more enthusiastic over 
the big fellow’s showing than Corbett. 
Corbett and Johnson are not on friendly 
terms and the former is anxious to have 
Jeffries whip the black. Regarding 
Johnson’s reported statement that he 
would like to have Corbett face him 
in his training quarters here, Corbett 
sald: 

“J have a proposition to make to show 
what a big stiff he is. I hereby defy 
him to bet $6000 that I am afraid to 
come to his quarters. If he accepts that 





challenge I will box him whenever and 
wherever he pleases.”’ 

Contrasting the tactics of Johnson anda 
Jeffries, Corbett said: 

“Johnson is a wonderful defensive 
boxer and moreover, he blocks with 
his hands and does not depend on his 
feet. «Strangely unlike most flatfooted 
boxers, he is not aggressive. Nor has 
he shown a punch. Now Jeffries likes 
a man who. comes rushing in to him. 
Johnson will do nothing of the sort. He 
will stay away and clinch as often as 
he can. Therefére, Jeffries does not 
need the rushing kind of a boxing part- 
ner so much as the fellow who will 
step in, feint, make Jeffries miss if he 
can and then run away. That is the 
kind of a fight this one is going to be.”’ 

Corbett denies a report that he pre- 
dicted Johnson would not last \more 
than 15 rounds. He is of the opinion, 
he says, that the fight will go “938 
longer than that. : 

With the return of the Jeffries party 
to Ben Lomond today, a conference will 
be held, it is said, to determine upon 
changes in Jeffries’ training regime. 
No frietion in the camp as 4 result of 
Corbett’s advent {s ‘expected, as Cor- 
bett and Choynskt are believed to have 
settled differences long existing between 
them. The hatchet apparently was 
buried last night at the boxing show 
when Corbett and Choynski, in full 
view of the crowd, cordially gripped 
hands. 

Johnson will resume boxing this af- 
ternoon. He has extended a general 
invitation to all would-be sparring 
partners. In the next few days Johnson 
is expected to try out quite a bateh of 
heavyweight novices and those who 
withstand the grilling will be added to 
the negro’s sparring staff. Johnson 
says he can’t have too many men to 
box with and that he would like to have 
a round dozen on hand.

Several ‘hundred young ‘“sooners” 
were on hand before 8 a. m., the hour 
at which Miss Charlotte M. Rumbold, 
superintendent of playgrounds, and 
Park Commissioner Scanlan began the 
‘apportionment ot the “farms.” 

 Emthusiasm Didn’t Last. 

This will be the third annual move- 
ment of the boys “back to the farm.” 
The first year that the attempt was 
made to interest the children in horti- 
culture only a few availed themselves 
of the opportunity to grow their own 
vegetables and flowers, and still fewer 

continued to eultivate their plots 
‘through the heat of the summer. 
Since that time, 
culty has been to accommodate all the 
young farmers who are: each year 
eager to sow and harvest as a diver- 
sion from their studies and games. 
Almost an Acre. 

The “farms” He back of the green- 
house in Forest Park. Each is 7x15 
feet in area. Almost an acre is thus 
dedicated to the juvenile horticult- 
urists. 

In a season when the cost of living 
was never so high, a large number 
of boys are expected to make their 
gardens a substantial contribution to 
“the support of their families. 

Tools with which to cultivate the 
farms and seeds from which to bring 
_ crops will be furnished free of char:ye 
by the city. Each boy will have two 
hours twice a week for the tilling 
of his plot.

Attitude Suggests American 
Markets Have Exagger- 
ated Their Position. 





NEW YORK, May 28.—The Evening 
Post in its copyrighted weekly review 
today, says: 

“‘Whoever has taken the trouble this 
week to glance through such foreign 
financial reviews as have come to hand 
since the spectacular announcement, 
three weeks ag: of the American bond 
negotiations at Paris, will probably 
have been impressed with the fact that 
the European markets are not at all 
stirred up about it. The natural ex- 
pectation of any one who shares in the 
sudden exhilaration which pervaded 
Wall Street, on that news, would be 
for some reflection of the feeling in 
the foreign discussions. He will not 
find it; indeed, in most of the English, 
French, or German reviews he will en- 
counter no reference whatever to it. 
Where the Paris negotiations for Amer- 
lean account are noticed, it is usually 
as a routine incident of the general in- 
vestment market, and in ‘connection 
with the applications for Paris capital 
by Japan and the various European 
markets. 

This attitude doés not signify, that our 
sales of St. Paul and “Big Four’’ bonds 
to the French investors is a matter 
of no importance. It does, however, sug- 
gest that our own market may have 
been exaggerating the importance of the 
role which we are. playing now in inter- 
national finance. The part now being 
played is certainly not that of 1901, when 
New York was lending capital to the 
English and German governments, and 
buying up English steamship lines as if 
they were Steel Trust “subsidiaries: nor 
that of 1906, when continental bankers 
frankly declared that our finances could 
raise in Europe, on finance bills, any 
amount that they saw fit; nor that of 
1907, when we were paying 4 per cent 
premium in certified New 
checks to buy $100,000,000 Buropean gold, 
with exchange at the gold-export point. 
What may fairly be inferred from finan- 
cial Europe’s present attitude towards 
us is that we have sounded, during the 
past 10 years, the heights and depths of 
a sensational career in the international 
credit market, and have now reverted, 
for the time, at any rate, to the position 
from which we started for the spec- 
tacular experiment. 

Perhaps the most interesting as- 
pect of this ten year chapter in the 
world’s financial history has been 
that which concerns the Paris mar- 
ket. Paris has been the one un- 
changing feature, in this turmoil of 
experimental finance. It has not in- 
dulged in theories as to new fangled 
precedent in political economy. 
Nothing has been heard of moun- 
tainous fortunes, accumulated over 
night by French captains of in- 
dustry. During a good part of tha. 
period indeed, comment in Wall 
street on the finance of Paris has 
been of a condescending, if not pity- 
ing. nature. But France has some- 


|how continued to grow richer with 


each successive year, and now has 
come the singular anti-climax of 
Wall street standing deferentially in 
the ante-room pleading of use of. 
the wealth aecumulated by these 
}slow-going and unimaginative  for- 
eigners, and waiting patiently while 
the lenders discuss v hat terms ought 


to be exacted under the circum- 
stances. 


The conclusion at “which thoughtful 
observers of the situation will arrive 
is not that we should hereafter shape 
our financial methods and direct our 
financial history on the lines pursued by 
France, but that a little more of the 
sobriety and stability of the Paris 
financiers may be usefully displayed 
hereafter by the guiding spirits of our 
own financial markets. 

It is, indged, not at all impossible that 
the more friendly disposition, manifest- 
ed now by financial Paris towards our 
investment enterprises is due to recog- 
nition that the American market is in a 
chastened state of mind, and is apply-. 
ing itself, not to fiction, but to reality. 
Paris, as well as the other markets of 
the world is perfectly aware of the bril- 
liant future which lies before American 
finance, if once the foundations for the 
new forward movement can be laid in 
conservatism, and common sense. 
‘Whether this week's overthrow of the 
group of aspiring speculators, who have

London Is ‘Strong, but Rise

NEW YORK, May 2%.—The Evening 
Post in its copyrighted financial review 
today says: 

All important stock exchanges in this 
country were Closed for a holiday today, 
and will be closed on Monday. European 
markets were open for business,‘ but 
nothing of importance occurred on 
them. London’s stock market, for rea- 
sons peculiar to itself, was strong, but 
the rise chiefly affected English rail- 
way shares. 

The bank statement, which was pub-| 
lished as usual today, showed that the 
bank position must have lost strength 
towards the end of the week. The sur- 
plus on the daily average increased 
$2,400,000; the actual week end showing 
was a decrease of $1,295,000. On the av- 
erage return, cash holdings increased 
$5,100,000; but the actual statement 
showed them to be practically un- 
changed. Loans increase substantially; 
but the excess of loans over deposits is 
not increased. That excess was $6,100,000 
last -Saturday, and $27,500,000 a. month 
ago; today’s actual statement shows the 
same excess as last week’s. Even with 
this week’s reduction, the actual surplus 
is still above the average for this date 
in recent years,

FIND DIFFICULTY. 
N BEING PACED 








favorable Market in the 
French Capital. 


The New York Evening Post in its 
special cable says: 

LONDON, May 28. 

In connection with this week’s official 
announcements of your two large bond 
negotiations at Paris, present indica- 
tions point to the fact that terms on 
which further American securities can 
be placed are becoming more onerous. 
It is questionable whether much more of 
‘this’ financing can be done on a reason- 
able basis. 

Our explanation of the sharp break 
in your exchange market, three weeks 
ago, followed by the equally sharp re- 
covery of last week and by the renewed 
decline this week, is that exchange was 
first sold prematurely, in anticipation of 
the immediate closing of the Paris ne- 
gotiations and of a consequent full sup- 
ply of drafts, These expectations fail- 
ing to materfalize, rates were bound to 
rise. Now, however, as the bond issues 
are being placed, establishing actual 
credits for your account in Europe,’ ex- 
change ‘is weakening again. All this 
time, however, French exchange on 
London has been very strong, and on 
account of your continental credits, it 
is expected that it will remain so for 
some time. 

Irrespective of these Paris negotin- 
tions, the London feeling seems to be 
that the trade position in the United 
States has become somewhat over ex- 
tended, especially. in the West. and 
South. There is some uneasiness over 
your real estate situation, caused large- 
ly by the unfavorable view expressed 
by conservative people arriving from 
your side. But our knowledge regarding 
this aspect of your situation {s not par- 
ticularly good. 

An early reduction in our bank rate 
does not now, seem improbable; but, 
in any case, the present firmness in 
the money market ought to have good 
effect in averting stringency in the 
autumn. 

This week's 5,200,000 pounds sterling 
increase in the Bank of England’s loans 
is an indirect effect of the long delay 
in passing the budget of 1909 and col- 
lecting the income tax. The treasury 
balances, owing to these belated col- 
lections, are now actually at the high- 
est point ever known. So, far as the 
money market is concerned, the posi- 
tion created by this accumulation of 
funds by the Government is aggravated 
by the fact that thirty million pounds 
sterling treasury. bills, issued to bridge 
the deficit during the hold-up of the 
budget, are now outstanding, and that 
nene of them will mature before June 
18. 

The Government has no power to re- 
deem these treasury bills before the 
due date. As it has thus far shown no 
disposition to lend its redundant money 
in the market, the: Bank of England 
is the only recourse. Some eight mil- 
lion pounds sterling more of belated 
taxes remain to be collected; so that 
unless public expenditure becomes more 
important, the market will continue 
pinched. 

All things considered, however, the 
worst of the pressure is probably be- 
ing felt this week, and the money mar- 
ket’s position should improve. hereafter.

Henry V. Lucas Objected to 
Relative’s Money Going 
Out of the Family. : 


= 


A fury in Judge Shields’ division of the 
Circuit Court has-sustained the will ‘of 
the late Joseph D. Lucas which a jury 
in the Clayton Circuit Court set aside 
last December. The Clayton .Court 
granted a new trial, after which the 
case was taken to St. Louis on change 
of venue. 

Henry V. Lucas, a brother of Joseph 
Lucas, protested the will. The testator, 
who died in 1908, bequeathed his entire 
estate, worth $400,000, to his wife, Mrs. 
Frances McLaran Lucas. Not until 
after the death of the widow in 1907, 
whose will bequeathed the bulk of the 
estate left by her husband to her 
mother, Mrs. Annie McLaran, and sis- 


ter, Mrs. Alice McLaran Hazzard, did 
Henry Lucas institute the will contest. 
He was the only plaintiff in the case 
but it‘is said he had the sympathy of 
many of the testator’s blood relatives, 
some of whom were named as defend- 


jants. 


Charges Against Mrs. Lucas. 

According to Attorney Robert E. Col- 
lins, who represented the plaintiff, the 
Lucas heirs had no objection to the 
estate going to Joseph Lucas’ widow, 
but they believed. the bulk of it should 
have reverted to them instead of her 
kin at her death. 

It was alleged that at the time Mr. 
Lucas made his will, New Year's Eve, 
1901, he was not in condition to execute 
such a document, being under the influ- 
ence of drink. According to: the petition, 
Mr. Lucas’ wife influenced him to make 
the will in her favor, inducing him, it 
was averred, to indulge in liquor so that 
such influence could be exercised. This 
was denied by the mother and sister of 
Mrs. Lucas. 

The only member of the Lucas family 
who went on the stand in behalf of the 
plaintiff was Mrs. Cora Lucas, wife of 
Attorney John Lucas, who testified that 
she heard Mrs. Victoria Des Riusseaux 
say that she would do all she could to 
help sustain Joseph Lucas’ will. Mrs. 
Des Riusseaux, who was a second cous- 
in of the testator, was an important 
witness for the defénse. 

Memphis Witness Testifies, 

While on the stand Mrs. Lucas sali 
she thought it was strange the second 
cousin had turned against the Lucas 
family, as she had received many fa- 
vors at its hands, and that, “right or 
wrong, blood should be thicker than 
water.” 

Another witness for the defense was 
Mrs. Lavina F. Seldon of Memphis, 
whe under the will of Mrs. Lucas, re- 
ceives $50 a month as long as she lives. 
Mrs. Seldon was a witness to the will 
of Mr. Lucas. She denied that he was 
under the influence of liquor and de- 
clared he knew what he was doing. 
Mrs. Selden said she called. Lucas’ at- 
tention to the fact that he had mis- 
spelled the first name of his wife and 
that she made the correction at his di- 
rection. She also wrote in the date of 
the testator’s direction, she said. 


Attorney Praises Lucas Couple. 
Attorney Benjamin Schnurmacher and 


fcrmer Judge Franklin Ferriss were as- 
sociated in the d@fense of the will. Row- 
land L. Johnston and John Lucas, a 
nephew of the plaintiff, were associated 
with Attorney Collins. 

In addressing the jury Judge Ferriss 
arraigned the plaintiff's side for mak- 
ing; charges against dead people. Then 
he paid a tribute to both Mr. and Mrs. 
Lucas, who, the evidence showed, had 
been divorced from each other and were 
remarried. 

“They .were separated by divorce, 
again united by marriage and again sep- 
arated and united by death,” the attor- 
ney said.
